ELECTORS AND THE PRESIDENCY, 


A correspondent wauls to know what 


are the next steps in the election of a 
President, and when the electors meet to 
cast their votes. The constitution pro- 
vides in what manner this Presidential 
electors shall proceed in casting their 
votes for President, and in substance is 
as follows: On the first Wednesday in 
December, which this year is the first day 
of 
the 
month, 
the 
electors 
o 


the 
candidates for President 
and 


Vice President which have carried tilt 
States, shall meet at the capitals of then 
respective States and cast their votes. 
The hour set by law is^-two .o'clock in the 
afternoon. The law" absnlutelv requires 
that the electors shall be present at that 
place and upon the very day and hour 
specified, and if any elector is absent, no 
matter from what cause, his vote cannot 
be counted. It is said that upon one oc- 
casion the electors who had been chosen 
nt 
the 
general 
election, 
failed 
to 


reach the capital in time, in consequence 
of being detained by a snow storm. In 
that case, Congress refused to count the 
votes of the electors who were absent 
from the capital at the day and hour 
specified by law. When the electors have 
assembled, they vote for President aud 
'S ice President, aud the vote . so cast is 
signed in triplicate, one" copy being de- 
posited with the Secretary o"f State, an- 
other forwarded by mail to the Presi- 
dent of the United States Senate, aud 
the third is sent by a special messengers, 
selected from the number of electors, to 
Washington who delivers it into the 
hands of the Secretary of State. 


The final act is on the second Wednes- 


day, 
of February, next, when both houses 


of Congress will be assembled in joint 
convention to count the vote.-:. Upon 
that point the constitution simply pro- 
vides that "the President of the Senate 
shall, in the presence of the Senate and 
House of Kepresentatives, open all the 
certificates, and the votes shall then be 
counted;" and the custom has been

ABOUT THE COAL FAMINE. 


The sudden aud extreme Cold weather 


has created quite a sensation in coal mar- 
kets of Chicago and Milwaukee, and 
probably ^anesville, aud many other 
Western cities will shortly feel fli'o o fleets 
of a coal famine. At present, the indica- 
tions arc that there will be u coal famine 
in the large citie"s of the West, and one 
that will prove of a serious character. 
The cause of thin can be briefly stated. 
During the 
past season of naviga- 


tion 
when 
steam 
and 
. sail 


vessels 
were 
plying 
regularly 


between Chicago and the lower''"lake 
ports, the coal dealers in Chicago refused 
to pay the freight on coal which would 
barely pay. for the 
handling. 
They 


wanted, vessels to carry it as ballast, and 
for nothing. The vessel owners refused 
to do this. The season passed away; th 
extreme cold weather broke upon us a1- 
an unexpected season of the year; navi- 
gation was soon brought to a close;, and 
the coal yards of Chicago aud Milwaukee 
were found comparatively empty. 


The result is that in Chicago where the 


consumption of anthracite coal runs from 
three to four thousand tons a day, there 
is not stock on hand suflicieiit to last six- 
ty days. ' There lire thousands of tons of 
coal now afloat between that city and UK" 
the lower lake ports, and it will be lock- 
up there until next spring. The Eastern 
railways have all the business they can 
attend to for the present without bother- 
ing themselves with coal, and when deal- 
ers - are 
forced -to., ship 
coal 
by 


rail, 
the 
roads 
will -. demand 


an enormous tariff which will materially 
advance the price. 
The 
early 
and 


severe cold weather has greatly increased 
the consumption of coal beyond what 
was expected a mouth ago. The soft 
coal market is. likewise embarrassed. The 
stock on hand is small, the consumption 
large, alid according to the statement of 
the dealers iu Chicago, the supply will 
not last but a few days longer. 


The same condition of things which ex- 


ist iu Chicago exist in Milwaukee. Tho 
market there is shorter of coal ' than was 
expected when the cold weather set in. 
The indications are that consumers in 
that city will howl .for coal long before 
the winter is over. All the stocks in the 
city are short, and already consumers are 
experiencing some difficulty in being 
supplied with coal they contracted for 
two 
or .three months ago. At the 


present time there are over 25,000 tons of 
coal for the Milwaukee market on vessels 
between that city and.-Buffalo, but it is 
not likely that it will reach its destination 
until spring, when. Urn fuel is not needed. 
Tliore are us many us seventy-live coal 
vessels due Milwaukee now, and' prob- 
ably not one of them will reach the city 
till spring. This condition of afl'airs is 
creatingun inconvenience in other cities 
boside Chicago aud Milwaukee.

I am of the opiu- 
ou, from my own experience, that it 
jays well to feed a good cow at each 
nilkiiig a quantity of corn-meal and 
jran, even when she is on grass ; not to 
idd to the quantity of the butter, but to 
ieep up the strength of tlio cow.

will pay it back with interest, 


.Could the daiiymau have wisdom 


enough to retain in tin; food given to 
cows the volatile oils in them at a cer- 
tain time of their growth, by care in 
Harvesting, a reformation in the quality 
of butter would be secured. Nothiug 
y«t discovered can equal the richness 
aud peculiar goodness there is in thp 
spring grasses. 
Jf these volatile oils 


are onco last they are gone forever. 
No grinding, cooking or steaming can 
replace them. 
These oils also give to 


the butter tho gilt color so admired. 
This color is attempted to be kept up 
when dry feed is used, by artificial col- 
oring. 
Artificial coloring is a fraud. 


The uutter of a good cow, fed on early 
cut hay, millet and bright corn stalks, 
all well cured, with suitable grain food, 
will bo of fair solidity and tlnvor.

for the fine aroma peculiar to butte 
made from grasses during the spring 
growth and up to the time of hot weath 
er. 
During this time the grasses ari 


rapid in growth, and possess that pe 
culiar aroma necessary in the milk t 
give the butter the pleasant taste sc 
much desired. 
During this season th. 


weeds and noxious plants that are toe 
often found in dairy pastures have no 
become .so fully matured as to yiel< 
their injurious inlluenoes to the milk 
During May and Juue the dews arc 
usually so heavy that the grasses are 
greatly nourished 
and 
increased in 


strength and llavor. The same pleasan 
flavor is also imparted to the beef. 
Iu 


July and August the pastures are ap 
to be short. More or less of the grass 
becomes ripe and diy; weeds ripen 
and hot weather and tlios cause discon 
tent to the cow. 
In the fall the pas 


lures arc slower in growth, anddecayci 
woods and grasses arc liable to b' 
mixed with the grasses the.cow eats 
The dews also do not furnish tha 
sweet aroma to tho butter as in May ant 
June. 


When the grasses are dried a great 


part of their aroma has passed away 
This element cannot be replaced. Gram 
and roots may be substituted in part 
The nearest we can get to it in prepar 
ing our winter feed is to cut the mead 
ows as soon as tho first blossoms have 
appeared. 
When cut at this time 


great share of the aroma is absorbed in 
the leaves anil straw, and retained tc 
give tho right llavor to the milk and 
butter, and also to give the butter th 
desired color, as well as llavor. Aver 
rich and abundant aroma is found in 
butter when the cows are pastured ii 
fields where tho second crop of rot 
clover has grown up aud blossomed 
From these heads and the abuudan 
leaves a peculiar pleasant llavor is giv 
en to the railk uud butter, provided the 
cow does not eat too largely of th 
tempting herbage.

Preaching By TcJ.onliono. 


Tho 
congregation 
of 
l.'lymouUi 


Church, Brooklyn, was widely soiitterud 
yesterday,-for tho'sermons were trans- 
'mitted to various points in Now York 
and New Jersey through the telephone. 
The transmitters in tho chureh weru. 
placed under the Mount Olivet table on 
the platform. 
Tho instruments wore 


arranged by Mr. Charles E. Chiniiock, 
the electrician, of the; Boll Telephone 
Company, so that whichever way this 
preacher turned his words were eau"-ht 
up, even as he walked up and down liis 
fit'teeu-foot rostrum, and carried along 
tho circuit. Instruments wore placed 
in the Brooklyn, office ut ii-12 Fulton 
street, at the home of JMr. Alfred R. 
Beach, Nineteenth street, Now. York; 
at the executive atlice of the cc.nnpany, 
Tweuty-iirst bLroet, Now Yurl\; nt New- 
ark and Orange, ut the homo of Mr. 
Chinnoek, Nassau'si reel, Brooklyn; at 
the home of Robert Brown, C'arllon 
avenue; at the Nassan sti'eet, New 
York, office; at this Jw.sey City liranch 
office and at the homo of Mr. 11. \V. 
Pope, General Superintendent of the 
company, at Elizabeth. 
This was the 


first attempt to transmit a sermon on 
such an extended scale, and was regard- 
ed as sufficiently .successful to demon- 
strate the possibility of distributing a 
sermon to any number of hearers. 


Owing to the necessity for concealing 


the transmitters from tl'ie congregation, 
as well as to the drawback of haviii<r 
but one, wire, the souud wus not at aR 
times distinct, Tmt was interrupted 'jy 
inquiries from various points on the cir- 
cuit. . Whenever the'preacher thumped 
his Bible there was a wlii/. and whirr 
that was anything but solemn. 


The music of the choir of the congre- 


gation and the soloist were hoard plain- 
ly all over the circuit, but the big organ 
sounded like a very diminutive melocle- 
ou. The sermons were rather discon- 
nected, from tho fact that tho listener 
at,- the instruments 
were constantly 


changing, and occasionally tho wires 
would get crossed or the pings pulled 
out, so that the discourse would get 
mixed with messages. 


As soon as all tlie listeners got quiet, 


however, the-sermons were heard~with 
distinctness, and when tlie number of 
listeners on the circuit was decreased, 
the sound became much more distinct 
than when the circuit was open for all. 
Mr. Chinnock suld that with n. separate 
transmitter and a separate wire there 
\yould be ho trouble whatever in hear- 
ing the whole of any service without 
interruption. The peculiar tone and 
accent of the preacher 
were easily 


recognizable, and the sermon might 
have been heard by any one of tho 3,- 
500 persons who are in communication 
with the Bell Telephone Company. 
Mr. . Chinuock says that it would bo 
possible for a preacher to stay at home 
and preach his sermon to a conorefa- 
tion of 10,000 at their homes.—N."?.

—Spinach 
Salad.—Take an equal 


quantity of young tender spinach and of 
lettuce leaves and shop two hard-boiled 
eggs with them; dress with oil, viuegar, 
salt and pepper. 


—Tincture of iron is a practical rem- 


edy for foot rot in sheep. Keep thu 
sheep on a dry floor, pare away thu 
loose horn without injury to tho vital 
parts, aud then make daily application 
of tincture of iron. 


—Strawberry Jam.—Same weights of 


strawberries and pounded white loaf 
sugar; mash up tho berries well in pre- 
serviug-pan lirst, and add sugar after- 
ward; boil for twenty minutes, stirring 
well and skimming;" always use patent 
glass jars. 


—Gooseberry Pool.—Put green goose- 


berries into a jar with two tablespoons 
of water and a littla moist sugar, place 
the jar in boiling water and let-it boil 
till tho berries ave soft enough to mash; 
then beat it to a pulp. To every pint of 
pulp oi>« pint of milk, and aifd plenty 
of sugrti'. 
Serve in glass dishes. 


—French Toast.—Beat • four ,eggs 


very light and stir them in a pan of 
milk; slice some baker's bread, dip thu 
pieces into the egg, then lay them into 
a pan of hot lard and "fry brown; 
sprinkle a little powdered sugar and 
cinnamon on each.piece, and servo hot. 
This is an excellent dish fur breakfast 
or tea. 


—Green Pea Soup.—Ono peck of 


seas; boil them soft; mash and .strain 
hem through a .sifter; a slice of pork, 
an onion chopped lino, a little parsley 
and thyme, salt and pepper. 
After tho 


soup is well boiled, strain it and let it 
stew till readytoserve. Reserve a few 
peas'and put in whole. To one peck of 
peas put three quarts of water. 


—Rolly-Po!y Pudding.—Prepare 
a 


paste as you would for a tart, only not 
very rich, as it is to bo boiled; roll it 
out about a quarter of an inch thick, 
half as long again as wide, spread it; 
over thickly with somekiiulof jam. roll 
it up into the shape of a bolster. Tie it 
up in a cloth well floured, and drop it 
into boiling water. Never let the water 
get below boiling. Serve it with cream 
sauee, lirst removing the cloth and 
placing the pudding on a flat dish. 


—To Clean Mirrors.—Take a news- 


paper or a part of one, according to 
size of the glass. Fold it small aud dip 
it into a basin of clear cold water; when 
thoroughly wet, squeeze it out in your 
hand as you would a sponge, ami then 
rub it hard all over the face, of tho 
glass, taking care "that it is not so wet 
as to run in streams. 
In fact the paper 


must only be thoroughly moistened or 
dampened all through. 
After the glass 


has been well rubbed with wot paper, 
let it rest for a few moments, and then 
go over it with a fresh dry newspaper 
till it looks clear and bright, which will 
i>e almost immediately, and with no 
further trouble. 


—The season of summer fruit is ap- 


proaching and it may be well to repeat 
a hint on the manner of using sugar in 
cooking- fruit. 
Every housewife should 


know that sugar boiled with an acid, if 
it be but for three minutes, will bo 
converted into glucose, which is tho 
form of sugar found in sweet apples. 
Ono pound of sugar has as much sweet- 
ening power as two and a quarter 
pounds of glucose. In other words, 
one pound of sugar stirred into the 
fruit, after it is cooked and while yet 
warm, will make the fruit as sweet as 
two and a quarter pounds added while 
the fruit is boiling. ' Save your suo-ar 
by a little chemical knowledge. 


—Pinafore Cake. — 


First with SOIIIP hot water n bowl-nicely heat. 
And in ii n cupful of biuter thuii bunt; 
With this ono am! n hull' cup.-i of snjrur unite 
lly dettrces, mid heat well until eruumy mid 
lllfht;

One oup und n half of each; then very soon 
Ot cream-of-tartar put in "thu full of a 
spoon." 


Stir all this together with delicate touch. 
And 1m sure that you don't beat thu mixture 
too much; 


Then apread In two layers, and carefully liako, 
And send us a piece of your Vliinforo Cako.

Yorker says in 


breeding heavy farm, and cart horses, 
farmers should look very particularly 
to get plenty of bone, strong joints, 
cords and tendons. 'Though muscle, 
that is, hard, firm flesh, instead of soft 
and spongy, must also be regarded. 
The bone of a thoroughbred horse 
(racer) is of a much heavier weight.iu 
proportion to his bulfc than thit of the 
great, flabby, farm horse, which seems 
to be bred mostly like a bullock—for 
his ilesh aloue. But recollect horse 
meat is not a favorite in onr markets,'ks 
it is in Paws, and some other cities of 
France.
